THE DEBRIS GF DISMANTLED HOUSES 
fills some of the principal streets, rendering 
them well nigh impassable. To add still more 
to the weight of gloom, the city is almost in 
utter darkness, owing to the failure of the gas 


works to afford the requisite supply. The 
_ thoroughfares are converted into the camping 


ground for those who are too terrified to risk 
themselves over night in their houses, More 
terror is still continually added to the situa- 
tion by the frequent 

REPETITION OF EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS, 

The atmosphere is surcharged with fears 
and dismal forebodings. The apprehension 
has seized upon nearly all the inhabitants 
that last night's direfal visitations isto be 
followed by another more disastrous still, 
The aty isalmost depopulated. Thousands 
have sought refuge in lanes, yards, parks and 
fields. Several buildings, which- it was be: 
lieved, withstood the shocks, are now giving 
way and tottering to the ground. Tose peo- 
ple who have not been driven from their homes 
are sitting in 

ABSOLUTE DARKNESS 
for fear of iamps and gas. Even at this late 
hour it cannot be told with positive accurac 
exactly how many casualties have happened. 
‘The News and Courier will tomorrow placethe 
number in the neighborhood of 150. Abouts0 
per cent of the victims are negroes. It is de- 
clared that not less than six persons have ac- 
tualiy died offright. Some ofthe negro de- 
nominations are spending the whole night in 
prayers. The 
HOSPITALS ARE OVERCROWDED 
with the wounded. There are not enough 
trained nurses to attend them. Medicines and 
provisions are getting scarce, not because ofa 
lack but because the storekeepors are afraid to 
open theirplaces of business. This trouble 
will probably be overcome tomorrow, The 
telegraph offices are jammed with eager men 
and women, endeavoring to. communicate with 
their relatives and friends, but this is almost 
impossible, because of the breaking down of 
the wires. Hundreds of anxious messages 
have come from Columbia aud other points, 
esking about the killed and wounded. The 
correspondents here find it utterly impossible 
to transmit full reports. 
RAILROAD TRAINS WRECKED. 

There are four railroad trains wrecked be- 
tween Angusta and Charleston, anda consid- 
erable loss of life is reported from the those 
accidents. There is one wreck four miles this 
side of Charleston, another eight miles this 
of Charleston, and two others between 
that point and thirty miles this 
side of Charleston. Two engineers and a 
fireman are known to be killed, but the news 
from the wreck is meagre. There are two 
theories astothe causeof the wrecks. The 
that the rails were misplaced 
by the convulsions of the earth, 
and the other that they wore 
submerged and displaced by the rush of waters. 
It is said that several dams beyond Augusta

Ef- 
forts are being made “to establish 
telegraph stationsthis side of the wrecks, 
where there will be full news and details, 

The South Carolina railroad is receiving no 
business, and is simply sending out wrecking 
trains. It is reported that even these are un- 
able to reach the wrecks because of water,

Details of the Destruction. 

CHARLESTON, September 1.—The _ firat 
shock of earthquake- was felt approaching 
last night at 9:50 o’clock, and before the peo- 
ple could realize what thetrouble was, they 
found themselves being thrown around and 
their houses falling down on them, Every 
one ran screaming into the street and in a few 
seconds the city was wild with human beings, 
perfectly crazed with fright. On all sides you 
could hear exclamations such as: 

“My God, save us!’ 

“God bave mercy upon us sinners !” 

And people conld be seen kneeling every- 
where in groups offering up prayers. 

The first shock was followed immediately 
by another, though of less effect, but renew- 
ing the ecreams and shrieks and from the 
time of beginning to daylight, shocks were 
felt at intervals of balfan hour, but each suc- 
ceeding one being less distinct. Three or four 
fres started in as many sections, with the 
first shock and the city was soon illuminated 
with flames, thus leading all to believe that 
what was left by the earthquake would be 
Ccvoured by fire. However, the fire depart- 
ment was co well divided and handled that 
the fires were gotten under control by day- 
light. From fifteen to twenty residences and 
stores were consumed, 

The loss by fire and earthquake cannot be 
accurately cetimated, bat can be placed safely 
at $5,000.000. As far as could be ascertained, 
Curing the night fifteen to twenty were killed 
and amuch greater number wounded in all 
sorts cf ways. The loss of human life will be 
large, and it will take days to get at the ac- 
curate number. Shocks equa as severe 
were feltat adistance of thirly9% miles, 
and have done inestimable damage to railroad 
and telegraph properties, 

The city is wrapped in gloom and business 
is entirely suspended. People generally re- 
main in the streets, in tents and under impro. 
vised shelters, and will camp out tonight, 
fearing another shock. The gas works are 
injured and probably the city will be without 
light tonight. St. Michael’s church is shatter- 


ed and the steeple willcome down. Likewise 
steeple of St. Phillip’s. The steeple of the 
Lnitarian church has fallen. The 


porticos of Hibernian hall and the main 
station house are demolished. There is much 
injury to mensions on East and South battery. 
The portico of the Ravenel mansion is down. 
Hardly a house in the city escaped injary, and 
maby are 80 shaken and cracked that a bard 
Liow would bring them to the groand. The

TWO MORE SHOCKS, 

Two slight shocks of earthbuake have been 
felt hére since morning, the firat at 8:25 a, m. 
and one at about 1:50 p.m, Neitherof them 
did any further destruction. 

Noteven during General Gilmore’s bombard- 
ment of the city hasthereever been such a 
deplorable state of affairs here. The city is 
literally in ruins and the people are living ino 
open squares and in public parks. There is a 
great rush to the depot to get away, bub owing 
to the earthquake no trains have been able to 
be despatched from the city. Telegraphic 
communication is also “cut off, except- 
ing one wire of the Southern telegraph com: 
pany, whichis crowded with anxious private 
messages. It is impossible to depict the ruiu 
and desolation that prevails here: Not «a 
single place of business in the city, save a 


drug store, which is bnsy preparing 
prescriptions for the wounded, is 
Cpt n. It is impossible also, to 


give apy correct estimate ofthe killed and 
wounded, as bodies are coastantly being dis- 
interred from the debris of the wrecked houses. 
One undertaker stated he had furnished 
eight coffins up to noon teday. Many of the 
dead are lying unburied, principally the poorer 
class of colored people who will be baried by 
the county. There are not a half-dozen tents 
in the city, and women and children are expe- 
riencing great privations in conseqaence, AS 
night approaches most of the heads of families 
are trying to construct tents out of bed sheets, 
spare awnings or any other material that 
comes to their hands. 

The sun is about to set upon snother night 
of horror for poor Charleston. It is calculated 
that at least three-fourths of the city will have 
to be entirely rebuilt if the houses are to be 
inhabited. 

THE NEWS AND COURIER SUSPENDS, 

The compositors of the News and Courrier 
decline to work tonight, expecting fresh 
shocks of earthquake, and the paper cannot, 
therefore, issue tomorrow. 

The following article was prepared for pub- 
lication in the News and Courrier, and is,tele- 
graphed almost in the wri’er’s own words: 

Necessarily the only description that can be 
given of the disaster which has befallen our city, 
consists of the narration of experiences and ob- 


servations of individuals, and the subject 
being the same nd the. experiences of 
all being nearly alike, the story told by 


one careful observer may well stand for a hundred 
others, with slight alterations. 

Probably the bestidea that can be had of the 
character of disturbance, therefore, may be ob 
tained from a narration of events and sccnes of 
Wednerday night, as they were presented to asin- 
gle person while engaged in his usual duties in 
the second story1com of the News and Courier of- 
fice. Attbe time of the first shock, the writer’s at- 
tention was veguely attracted by a sound which 
seemed to come from the office below, ard which 
was supposed for & moment to be 
caused by the rapid rolling of 
a heavy body, as an iron saie or a heavily laden 
truck overthe floor. Accompanying the sound 
there was a perceptible tremor of the building not 
more marked, however, than would be caused by 
the passage of a sircet car or @ dray along the

cultto say which—the sound deepened in yolume, 
the tremor became more Gecided, the ear canght 
the rattle of window sashes, gas fixtures and other 
loose objects. The menin the office, with per- 
haps a simultaneous jflash of reco!lsction 
of the disturbance of the Friday before, glanced 
burrieély at each otherand sprang to their feet 
with startled qnestions and answers, “What is 
thet? Earthquake!’ And then all was bewilder- 
ment and confusion. The long rolideepened and 
spread into an awful roar, that seemed to pervaie 
at once the troubled earth, and stillthe airabove 
and around. The tremor was now rude,a rapid 
quiver that agitated the whole lofty strong walle1 
building, as though it were being shaken by the 
hand of an immeasurable power, with intent to 
tear its joints asunder and scatter its 
stopes and bricks abroad as the tree casts 
its ripened fruit before the breath of the gale. 
There was no intermission in the vibration of the 
mighty subterranean engine, From first to last it 
was a continucus jar, only adding force at every 
moment, end asit approached and reached the 
climax ofits manifestation it seemed for a few 
terrible seconds that no work of human hans 
could possibly survive. The floors were having 
under foot, the surrounding walls 6n1 partitions 
visibly swayed to and fro, the crash of falling 
masses of stone and brick and mortar 
wes overhead and without, a terrib’e roar filled 
the cars and seemed to fill th: miad and heirt, 
dazing perception, bewildering thought, end fora 
few yanting breaths, or while you heli your 
breath, in dreadful anticipation of an immediate 
and cruel death, you felt that life was already past 
and waited for the end asthe victim with his head 
on a block awaits the fall of the uplifted ax. 

It is not given to mapy men to look in the face 
of a destroyer and yet live, but it 
is little to say that a group of strong 
men whoshunned the experience ab-ve faintly 
described, will carry with them the recco!lection 
of that supreme moment to their dying day. 
None expected toercape. A sudden rush was 
simultaneously made to endeavor to attain the 
open airand flee to a place of safety, but before 
the door was reached ‘all reeled together to the 
tottering wali andjstopped, feeling that hope was 
vain: thatit was only a question of deatbhio the 
pbuilding, or withou', 'o be buried by the sinkirg 
roof or crushed Ly the toppling 
walls. The uproar slowly died 
away in scemivg distance. The e.rth was still and 
ob ‘ blessed relief of that stillness. 

Bunt how rudely the silence was broken as we 
dashed cown the stairway and out into the street, 
already, on every side, arose shrieks, cries of pain 
aud fear, prayers end wailings of terrified women 
apd children, commingled with hoarse shouts of 
cexeited men. Ont in the streets the air was filled 
to the height of the house with a whitish cloud of 
dry, stifling dust from lime and mortar, and shat- 
te rea masonry, which falling upon pavements and 
stone roadways had been reduced to powder. 
Tbrovgh this cloud, denee as fog, the gas lights 
Aickered dimly. shedding but little light. so that 
rou stumbled at every step over piles of brick or 
became entangled in lines of telegraph wires that 
dependcd in every direction from their broken 
supports. On every side were the hurrying forms 
of wen and women, bareheaded, partially dressed, 
some almost nude, and many of whom were crazed 
with fear or «xcitement. Here a woman is 
supported, halffainting, in the arms of her hus- 
band, who vainly tries to sooth her while he car- 
ries herinto the open space ata street corner, 
where present safety seems assured. There, a wo- 
men lies on the pavement, with upturned face, 
and out stretched limbe, and the crowdjpasses her 
by, for the time, not pausing to see whether she be 
alive or dead, | 

A sudden light flares through the window over- 
looking the street. It becomes momentarily 
brighter and the cry of ‘‘fire,” resounds 
froma the multitude. A rash is made towards the 
rpot. A manisseen doubled up aud helples¢ 
against the wal), butat this moment, somewhere 
out at sea. overhead, deep in the ground, is beard 
egain a low ominous roll, which is already too 
well known to be mistaken. It grows louder and 
nearer like the growlof a wild beast, swiftly ap- 
proaching his prey, aud alfis forgo'ton again in 
the frenzied rush foropen space, where alone 
there is hope of seeurily, faint though li ve. 


The tall buildings on either hand 
bict out the skies aud =—tisé 
stars and eeem to overhang every foot of 


ground between them. Shattered cornices and 
copings; the tops of the walls seem piled from 
beth rides to the cepter of the street, It seems 
that a touch would now send the sheitered masses 
icft standing Gown upon the people below, who 
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look up to them.and shrink together as the tremor 
of the earthquake again passes under them and 
ihe mysterious revetbefations swell and roll along 
oo some internal drum-beat summoning them to 


And it passes awar, and again is ex- 
petidheed the blessed feeling of  deliver- 
ance from the impending calamity which 
i. Way well be believed, evokes ajunited butjearaest 
offering of mingled prayer and thanksgiving from 
every heart tn the throzg. 

Again, far along the street and up from the al- 
Jeys that lead into it on either side, is heard that 
chorus of wailing and lamentation which, though 
it Lad not ceased, was scarcely noticed a moment 
before. It is a dreadinl sound—t he sound of help- 
less, borror-stricken humanity—old and young, 
strong and feeble alike, where all 
are 50 feeble, calling for help from 
theisfellow-creatures and raising their anguished 
voces in petition to Heaven for mercy, where no 
human sid could avail, It is not a scene to be de- 
sctibed by any mortal tongue or pen. It is not a 
scene to be forgotten when it has been ‘witnessed, 
ara when the witness has shared allits dangerand 
felt ail its agony. 

The first shock occurred at seven minutes of ten, 
#8 wes indicated thismorning by the public clock's 
hards on all of which bad stopped at that fateful 
begr, as though to mark the end of time for s» 
mary who had heard the preceding hour pealed 
fov*h by St. Michaels’ chimes without thought but 
of# long and happy life. 

A second shock, which was but a faint and 
crisp echo of the first, was felt eight minutes later, 
A& it passed away, the writer started homeward t» 
find ihe scenes enacted on Broad Street, around the 
News end Courier oflice, repeated at every step of 
the fay. St. Michael's steeple towered high ani 
white above the gloom, seemingly unin:ured, The 
station house, a massive brick buildingacross the 
sircet, bed apparently lost its roof, which had fal- 
len around it. A little further onthe roofofthe 
portico of Hibernian hall, the handsome building, 
in Grecian style, had crashed to ground, carrying 
down @ part of the massive granite pillars. With 
it'aléthe way up Meeting street, which in respect 
ofitégeneral direction and importance, may be 
called the broadway of Charleston, 
the roadway was piled with debris from 
ihe tops of walls. In passing Charleston 
hetel, which, tocarry out the comparison above 
indimated, occupies the position of Stewart's up 
tuwn store, in New York, 

A third shock was felt about ten minutes after 
ihe gzecond,and of course caused the greatest alarm 
in that neighborhood as elsewhere. At Marion 
eyuare, corresponding exactly with Union square, 
New York, agreat crowd bad collected,as even the 
edges of wideepaces embraced in it could not be 
reach< 4 by the nearest buildings inthe event of their 
fail. Ficm this crowd, compesed of men, women 
exvdchilicdren of both races, arose incefsant calls 
ard ctriesahd lementations, while over a motley 
half crested throng was shed the lurid light of a 
couflagration which had broken out just beyond 
the tgqpvare immediately after the first shock, and 


hed wholy enveloped several buildings in 
Lames, In three quérters of the 
town at the same time, similar large 


fres *ere observed under full headway, and the’ 
awfai significance of the earthquake may be fully 
appreciated, perhaps, when it is said that with 
these tremendous fires blazing up all at once 
aropnd them and threatening the city with total 
cekiruciion, people whom you met on the streets, 
cy saw gathered together in groups in open places, 
utl) did not give them a thought. 

ene watched the rnddy flames or pillars of 
cloud iising high into the still night air. All were 
ico intent on listening with strained senses for a 
éreaded recurrence of that horrible grow! or 
croan of the power under the scas and under land, 
fo give thought to new terrors, though it had 
threneed hisown home and many homes in the 
coomede ity. Crowds poured in from every direction 
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} 4* owe eouare just deschibed as though it hed been 
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Je and iife depsnded on 
} ersin . > 4 Soln .. Street Cars; 
carriages and other vehicles wate raged in lines 
on the streets surrounding the square, whilé yeses 
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stood stock still with turned heads as though snif- * 


fing the groundin anxious inquiry. Colored peo- 
ple everywhere were loud and increasing in their 
ceclamations of alarm, in sipging of bymns, and 
in fervent appeals for God’s mercy, in which ap- 
peale, God knows, many a proud heart who heard 
them srising in the night and inthe hour of his 
wordrous might. devoutly and humbly and sin- 
cercly joined. Danger brings all of usto the 
level of the lowliest. There were no Cistinctions 
of place or power, pride or caste,in the assem- 
bleces that were gathered together in Charleston 
on Tuesday night. It wes a curious spec:acle to 
look back upon. It is a good one to remember, 
for white and black alike. There were iustances 
of unselfish devotion, of kind and loving regard 
between master and servant, mistress and maid, in 
the presence of the common jjl and of the threat- 
ened ruin that showed, as nothing else could show, 
bow strong is the tie that binds our white people 

nd our black people together, and this is a lesson 
of the dread yisitor we may hope, too, will never 
be forgotten. 

Arrived at his home, the writer found the same 
eccnes of distraction and wreck which marked 
nearly every other home in the city. All the 
houres in the neighborhood had suffered seriously, 
and the streets, yards and gardens were filled with 
fallen chimneys and fragments of walls, while the 
walls tbat were left standing were rent 
a;under in many pleces from top to bottom, and 
were badly thatteredin every instance. Women 
ard children roused from sleep or interrupted in 
thelr evening pursuits by the sound of ruin being 
iffeeted above and around them, iushed out into 
the strectsand huddied together awaiting the 
erd, whatever it might be. Invalids were brought 
out on mattresses and deposited on the road- 
way. Nothougbt wasgiven to treasures left be- 
hindin the effortto save the peculiar treasure of 
life itse’f, euddenly become so precious in the 
eyes of all, invalid woman and robust man alike. 
Until long afirer midnight the streets were filled 
with fugitives in mgbtof their homes.. Through 
the long hcurs that followed few were the eyes, 
even of childhood, that were closed in sleep. 

Charleston was full of those who watched for 
morning, end never in any city, in any land, did 
the first gray shades that mark the approach fof 
dawn sppear co beautifuland so welcome tothe 
eye as they appeared to thousands of people who 
hailed them this morning from the midst of 
counticss wrecked homes in our thrice scourged, 
but still patient, still brave, still hopeful, still 
beautitul city by the sea. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT, 

An earthquake, such ashas never before 
been known in the history of this city, swept 
over Charleston last night, shortly after ten 
o’cleck, causing more loss and injury to prop- 
erty and far more loss of life than the cyclone 
ofthe year before. The first shock was by far 
the most severe. Its effect can be judged by 
the experience of Captain Dawson, of the News 
and Courier, wholives ina massive brick 
residence, in Bull.street, near Rutledge 
street. Captein Dawson was in his room, 
on the second story, when the first shock 
occurred. "The house seemed literally to turn 
on its axis. The first shock was followed by 
a second and third, lesssevere than the first. 
The air was filled with the cries and shrieks 
of women ard children. From every side of 
that quiet neighborhood came the cry: 

“God help us!” 

“God save us!"’ 

‘Oh, my God!” 

It wes worse than the worst battle of the 
war, When the first agony was overit was 
found that the celing of every room in 
the house was cracked; a big cistern 
was broken apart; a huge tank in the attic was 
pouring its food of water into the bed rooms, 
In the parlors statues had been wrenched from 
thelr bases and thrown tothe floor. In the 
hall amassive lamp had actually been turned 
around, In front of the house wasa large 
porch with beavy pillars and solid marble 
steps. All this was swept away as though it 
hed heen shaved off with & 
vever, end what was iu Dawson's 


experience was that of hundreds of others 
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diminiehing in violence from the first. What 
a scene was there, The sidewalks in the 
streets were dotted with mothers, wives and 
daughters, with their protectors awaiting in 
anxions expectation still another agony. The 
air was thick with horrid romors,and the 
lurid glare of fires but heightened the general 
ruin. 
HOUSES CRASHING AT MIDNIGHT. 

11:45 p. m.—Repeated shocksof earthquake 
of a mild character are passing to the west of 
the city. A rumbling noise can be heard dis- 
tinctly here, but no disturbances are felt. The 
whole population is awake, and the colored 
folks are engaged in religious exercises, 
Among the whites hopes are generally enter- 
tained that the crisis is over. -It will be un- 
derstoed how impossible it is to farnish figures, 
when it is understood that all the streets are 
blockaded and travel through the debris is 
imposeible, except with great difficulty and 
apparent peril.! 

At this moment another rather severe shock 
has just passed over the city shaking down 
several houses. 

SONKE OF THE CASUALTIEs. 

From the long but imperfect list of casual. 
ties the following are taken : 

Mrs. Williams jumped from the second story 
of her residence, at the corner of Wentworth 
and Meeting streets,and injared her spine 
badly. 

Mrs. Robert Martin, wife of a shoe mer- 
chant, in Market street, near King, was badly 
hurt. 

A.J. Lynch was desperately hurt in front 
of his son’s store, in Meeting street. A stone 
of great weight fell upon him and broke one 
of Lis legs, if not both, and he is supposed to 
be dying. 

Dr. R. Alexander, a young chemist, 
ran out of his house and was crashed to death 
by a falling chimney. 

Mr. Hammond, a brother of Isaac Ham- 
mond, is thought to be fatally wounded, both 
his hips and legs being broken and also his 
left arm. He said that he did not know 
whether he jumped from a three story window 
on Broad street or was thrown. He crawled 
from the sidewalk to the middle of the road. 

Ainsley Robinson (was killed by the falling 
of a piazza. 

J. C, E. Richardson, living at No. 12 
Friend street, was seriously injured in the 
head by his house falling inupon him. His 
condition is very critical. 

Edmund Lively, of Richmond, Va, was 
walking in front of the city hospital. The 
side of the house fell on him and badly in- 
jured his back and head. He crawled from 
under the debris and saw some men at a 
tore on the cornerof Mazyck and Queen 


streets,ji whom he supposed to have 
been killed, as. he left them lying 
on the sidewalk. He _ staggered on 


as far as the city ball park and there fell, 
completely overcome. 

M. J. Flynn, a compositor on the News and 
Courier, jumped froma window of the com- 
posing room into aside alley. and was killed. 

Two gentlemen who were near the pavilion 
hotel, heard piercing cries for help. They 
wentJewn Heeel strect in the direction of 


Ue Crier wit tewedt.. =hite man and w 
half buriedin the ruinsof a large building, 
they were extricated and sent to the 


heepital. 

As the Ytprettare ov, the search for the 
dead and wounded continued, 9¢retchers were 
improvised outof shutters, doors aust loose 
planks and the deadand wounded were c 
veyed to an open space. | 

Among those who were killed were Sus 
Middleton, colored, and another’ colorc 
woman, both crushed under a fallen portico o 
the main stationhouse on Mary street, near 
Meeting. The house was shaken down, bat 
all the inmates escaped, except a little colored 
child who was crushed to death. 

Just as the first shock came a Wagon bear- 
ing two wen was passing the corner of Reid 
and King streets, when the gable end of a 
store on that corner fell and covered the ua: 
fortunates with debris, one of whom was killed. 
It was very late when the body was extricated 
ard it was impossible to ascertain the person’s 
name, 

Washington park was speedily filled with 
impromptu stretchers, on which the dead and 
wounded were placed. 

Three of the News and Courier compositors 
were wounded by bricks, while fleeing from 
the composing room.

All of the portico of Bishop Northrop’s 
residence was swept away.

ON SULLIVAN'S ISLAND, 

On Sullivan's island the shock was severe, 
but comparatively little injury was done and 
no lives were lost, Many of the summer visi- 
tors came up to the city this morning. 

On James island, the earth was cracked in 
many places, and from the fissures issued 
large bodies of cold water, mixed with sand 
aud blue mud, Clocks everywhere stopped at 
abcut 2:40 p. m. 

At Mount Pleasant there was a general 
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shaking up, but no lose of 
cavities, from which fresh water 
mud have come.

Articlesof 
furniture and lamps have been found, which 
are turned pertly round in addition to visible 
effects of a simple wave motion, 
THE BURNING HOUSES, 

Dis. Mannicg, Simons, R. G. DeSaussare, 
McDow, Ravenel and others were out aad 
rendered all assistance in their power. A 
large fire atthe corner of Vanderhorst and 
King streets started right after the earthquake 
shock and was burning fiercely for about twe 
hours, when at last three streams could be 
directed against it, bot this being found an-+ 
availing, the tidal drain was opened and aa- 
other stream puton. Atleast ten houses were 
on fire, and all of them were com- 
pletely burnt. The fire still sidvauced 
and it appeared asif the whole block would 
be burnt down uniess sufficent aid conld be 
given to the fire department. Chief O'Neill 
pressed into service every negro that could be 
fourd either to cut wood or to hold horses. A 
serious fire broke out on the southéast corner 
of George and St. Phillips streets, and twe 
two story houses were completely destroyed. 
The fire burned about an hour before the ar- 
tival ofthe fire engines, such was the de- 
mand forthem. Fortunately, however, there 
wes very little wind blowing, and neighbor. 
ing bouses, almost all of which are built of 
wocd, were kept from catehing by means 
of buckets of water. It was eleven 
o’elock before the first engine arrived. A 
number of hands assisted the firemen in 
stretching hose, and with one stream of water 
the fire was kept from spreading until the 
arrival of another engine, a little later, whea 
the fire was gradually subdued. A two story 
wooden building, at 487 King street, on the 
west side between Vanderhorst and Warren 
streets, and occupied by Schiadaressi Brothers, 
as a fruit store, caught fire during the conval- 
sicn and was burned tothe ground, The fire 
extended before the arrival of the engines to 
a twostory wooden building on the north 
side occupied as a clothing store by E. L. 
Mintz, and to a two-story brick tenement ou 
the south side occupied ty Dr. W. RB. Ball, 
dentist, and Mrs. Myers. The two wooden 
buildings are totally destroyed. The brick 
buildings were partially destroyed. 

At about half-past ten o’clock Alderman 
Rod gers l ad succeeded in getting two streams 
of water to play on the flames and there was 
no lorger danger of the fire spreading. The 
loss and insurance could not be ascertained. 
One of the first fires that broke ont was that 
which was caused by an overturned lamp in 
a house on Blake street. 

About four houses at the corner of St. George 
and St. Phillips streets, were burned in the 
early morning. Most of the fires in different 
sections of the city were subdued by half-past 
one o'clock, saveone in King, near Broad 
street, which continued to burn briskly. 

There was but one engine available. Fort- 
unately, the water mains were not injured and 
there wasan sbhundanjspppiy of water, only 
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ascertained, probably from thirty to forty 
killed and over one hundred injared. The 
loss to property will probably reach eight or 
ten million deliars. Three-fourths of the 
buildings in the city will have to be rebuilt, 
There was very little shipping in port and 
none ofit wasinjured. The disturbances have 
not at all aflected the water in the harbor, 
although it is evident that the shocks came

REFUGEES FROM SUMMERVILLE. 

Nearly five hundred refugees from Sammer- 

ville arrived here tonight. Among them are 
many prominent citizens and their families. 
As soon as the train reached Columbia a com- 
mittee of citizens, headed by ex-Governor 
Thompron, who is on a visit here, went down 
and tendered them the hospitalities ofthe city. 
@nly a few could be induced to disembark 
from the cars. They are &n intensely affright- 
ed looking people. They express the utmost 
terror when talking about the devastation of 
their town. It seems from the statements of 
Colonels Gray , Irwin, Walker and others, that 
Summerville was really the center of the dis- 
turbance. The town suffered even 
more severely than did Charies- 
ton. The town is depopulate i 
because there are not halfa dozen dwelling 
houses habitable. Colonel Walker describes 
most graphically the ravages of the subterra- 
mean cyclones. The phenomena, associated 
with it allows no room for doubt that it is, of 
yoleanic origin. Near the village and right 
im the streets immense fissures are to be seen. 
One of these Colonel Walker avows is 60 yards 
loug. From the cracks areemitted a hot flaid 
of sulpharous smell. Thesesingular phenom- 
ens bas fiiled with the greatest terror the 
peaceful «itizens who are flocking to the up 
cc untry forsalety.Many}f them have lost their 
possessions by the earthquake and can never 
be induced again to return to Sammerviile. 
It stated that tomorrow if the train can possi- 
bly ect throngh, over one thousand Charles- 
tonians will seek a piace of safety in the upper 
parts of the state. Tonight telegraphic re- 
rts from most of the small towns above Co- 
um bia state that none of those places escaped. 
The latest news tonight trom Charleston places 
she number killed at eighty, and the number 
of wounded at nearly 300. This is the most 
dreadful and destructive visitation that South 
Carolina has ever known. The news grows 
worse and worse. 

The intense excitement in Columbia over 
last night’s earthyaake has not subsided, 
and our people are still badly frightened. This 
morning at precisely forty two minutes past 4 
o'clock another earthquake shock of no incon- 
siderable strength was felt by everybody in 
Columbia. Al) who were asleep were awaked, 
but vinety-five hundredths ofthe city’s popa- 
lation were awake and on the alert for another 
Visitation. At 4:30 o’clock a repetition of tne 
motion, accompanied by omou3s snbterranean 

. muttering, caused additional dismay, and 
produced astampede in various parts of the 
city. Many hundreds of men, women and 
ehildren, fearful lest their houses might be 
precipitated upon them, passed the entire night 
im the streets, in their gardens andin fields 
near the city. 

The populace was terribly alarmed, and ap- 
prehensions were heard expressed on all sides 
that there would be a repetition of the awful 
shocks of last night. A dizzy dread and sol- 
ein fear could be seen depicted on the face of 
the street-walking refngees. There appeared 
to be an expectation of still more violent 
heaving of the earth and nobody felt safe. 
The reports which began to come in from the 
turicuncing towns spread from group to 
group. In the sand hill regions, to the south 
of Colnmbia, the shocks were even more pro- 
nounced than they were in the city. Shorily 
before ten o'clock the congregation of a rura! 
eburchafew miles from the city were en- 
gaged in revival services. The preacher wsa3 
on bis knees fervidly imploring the Creator to 
make his power felt to the sinful congreza- 
tion, and he had just uttered this awful peti- 
tion: 

“Oh, Lord, rend something to move these 
hardened sinners to 1reperntence. Send aa 
earthquake if necessary.” 

Scarcely had the words died from his lips 
when the tabernacle began moving to and 
fro. The oscillations were so strong that the 
walls were aboutto fall in.

THE SCENES OF LAST NIGHT IN SAVANNAH... 


SAVANNAH, September 1.—([Special.]—Last 
night, when the city was visited by the earth- 
quake, the people were terrified, and ran ont 
of their houses. The streets were lined with 
people, who refused to enter houses, Six peo- 
ple were crushed at the African Baptist col- 
ored chiirch, where service was being held. 
The lights went out and a panic ensued, The 
ceilingsand chimneys have fallen every where. 
A lady on West Broad street jampedjout of the 
third story window with a baby in her arms 
and was terribly injured. The houses 
are reported more or  iless_ injured 
everywhere. The writer, coming along Hull, 
near West Broad, heard a terrible rnombling 
noise. Looking up he saw the house totering 
above as if falling upon him, He ran in the 
middle of the street, when the§ shock grew 
greater, and stood still till the shock passed 
over. He went up West Broad street ‘at a ter- 
rible rate. The excitement was at fever heat, 
every one refusing to re-enter their houses, 

The city has continued throughout the day 
in a-feverish state of uneasiness. There was 
another shock at 8 o’clock, and a very percep- 
t:ble vibration ata quarter to four o’clock,and 
many persons rushed from their houses and 
stores. It lasted about. two seconds. The ex: 
citement concerning Charleston has been in- 
tense and the newspaper and telegraph offices 
were literally besieged. Many Savannahians 
have their wives and children in Charleston, 
and their anxiety to hear from them was ter: 
rible. Communication was not established 
until late in the day, and dispatches received 
via Columbia announced that a train will leave 
there for Charleston at 8:15, and many will go

CINCINNATI, September 1.—A singular 
effect of the earthquake in Cincinnati was a 
very general feeling of dizziness that caused 
nine people out of ten to imagine they were 
sick, and many did not know untii this morn- 
ing that the disturbance was in mother earth. 
An operator in the Western Union office, 
receiving from Washington, felt sick 
and told the Washington man to hold on: he 
wes sick, ‘ We've just bad a shock ef earih- 


quake here,” said Washington, and then the | 


Cincinnati operator knew what had happened. 


There was a decided difference in the severity | 
ofthe shock in different buildings and in | 


different parts of the city. 


Many people did 
not observe it atall. 


The larzest building in 


the city, and one of the strongest, the govern. | 


ment building, rocked vioiently with three 
distinct vibrations, A large clock was stopped 
and mirrors were broken, In large six ani 
seven story flatsin the city the vibrations 
were severe. Dishes were thrown from cup: 
boards and articles fell from mantels, while 
chandeliers were agitated as if bya strong 
wind. Probably twenty or thirty meetings of 
lodges and societies were broken up without 
a motion to adjourn. At the old 
armory building, on Court street, the 
plasierirg onthe ceiling was broken. The 
most decided shock was felt in Cumminsville, 
in the northern part of the city. Here lights 
were put oui and bottles broken in drug stores, 
Throughout the state dispatches indicate that 
the shceck was general, and thatit occurred 
almost at the same instant. At 
Hamilton, boarders in hotels ran 
from their rooms in fright, and the walls were 
said to sway one and half inches. At Canton, 
Ohio, four shocks were observed, the motion 
being from north to south. Half the populace 
was inthe streets, talking of the strange ex- 
perience for a long time afcer the event. 
Mount Vernon, Ohio, thought the undalat'ons 
were from east to west. At Newcomerstown 
glassware rattled distinctly. 

In Cleveland, Ohio, at nine o'clock (standard 
time) last night, three perceptible earthquake 
shocks were felt in that city. The vibrations 
were from east to west, and the shocks lasted 
about one minute. High buildings swayed, 
windows rattled, and the people ran excitedly 
into the streets. The morning newspaper offi- 
ces were em ptied of editors and printers within 
balf a minute after the shock wasfelt. Atthe 


opera house and academy of mu- 
sic, people were startled by 
the swaying of chandeliers and at oncea 
stampede forthe street took place, Nearly 
every person left bis seat, but nobody was hurt 
in the rush. Everybody was frightened, bat 
only a few realized that an carthquake was the 
cause of the commotion. Many supposed that 
® violent explosion had occurred some- 
where in the suburbs and the 
newspaper offices were besieged by 
people, curious to learn what had hapvenoed. 
Guests at the hotels left their rooms in confa- 
sion. At the Lincoln, a large five story apart- 
ment house, the wildest excitement prevailed. 
Men and women rushed through the halls aad 
several ladies fainted through fright. People 
playing billiards were astonished to sce the 
balls roll about the table. Clocks, whose pea- 
culums ewung east and west, stopped at half 
part nine, local time, One hundred occupants 
of adown town apartment house ran into the 
street in confusion, many being but partially 
dressed. No damage was done to buildings. 
Dispatches from surrounding towns report 
that shocks were felt iu all sections of north- 
ern Obio,

An Atiantian Tells an Interesting Siory 
About the Famous Chimes, 

“St, Michael’s church was the grandest 
niece of architecture imaginable,” said Mr. 
Ryap, the stationhouse keeper, last night, 
“ard J regret so much its destruction.”’ 

Me,-Ryau was born and raised in Charles- 
ton, and knows every building, street and 
piace cf note in the city, and as a natural con- 
quepee, anxiously and eagerly scans every 
line that gives a word concerning the great 
cleaster. 

“The building,’ he continued, ‘faces wes5, 
ard is ou Meeting and Broad streets. It is of old 
Enegli¢h style, ard was built in early colonial 
cays. It bas stood through generation after 
generation a mepument tothe fine architec- 
ture andthe bonesty of the workmen who 
built it.” 

“What sort of a building isit?’ asked one 
of the party to whom Mr. Ryan was talking. 

“The grandest you ever saw. There is noth- 
ing like itin this country. In the yard isthe 
ola graveyard, and here rests the ramains of 
thore who,came over in the early days of the 
colony. Tho histosic names, eunchas Rutiedges, 
the Petigreens, the Barnwel!s, the Lawrences, 
the Lowndes, the Reynolds, the Haywoods, 
the Richeys, the Richards, are all there, In 
fact. the leading names of Carolina are 
onthe tablets, The graveyard is not now 
used. The greatest feature of the church was 
the chimes. Those bells are known all over 
the world. The steeple was a target toall the 
army. Those chimes have a history. Long 
before the war of independence they were 
brought over from England. Their musical 
sweetness soon made them famous the world 
over. When the war of the revolution broke 
ont the bells were taken down by the patri 
otic people and given to the new govera ment 
to be molded into cannon, but they were cap- 

nycod ard carried back to England. An 

ienglith lord became interested in the chimes 
snd purchasingthem gavethem back to the 
«burch after the war, and for nearly a han- 
yeets their beautifal sound pealed forth 
Whenthe late war broke out thoy 
were again ‘taken down and sent to Columbia 
to be made into confederate cannon, The 
ottz! was too good to mix with what 
wee ured, and again the belis were captured.

WHAT THE SCIENTISTS SAY. 


The Cpinions of Noted Scientists as to the 
Cause of the Earthquake. 

We print below the opinions of such scien- 
tific men as we could reach yesterday by wire 
as to the probable cause of earthquakes, 
These opinions are from men who have given 
the subject life-long study, and are worthy of 
attention. At present they will be read with 
interest. 

FROM THE SIGNAL OYFICB, 
iy Telegraph to the Consti' ution. 

Wasnineron D C., September 1,—To the 
Editor of the Constitution: In the present state of 
our knowledge of the subject, it is {impossible to 
state definite the cause of any paricular earth- 
cuske disturbances. In a general way all such 
Cisturbances are due to readjusimentsof the posi- 
tionsand relations of the various parties of the 
earth’scrush, The carth is en intensely hot body, 
with a comparatively cool end cold exterior. 
Heat is constantly lost by radiation from this ex- 
terior, and the contractions and changes in the 
distribution of the pressure must result in changes 
in the pressure, which, in connection with au 
exceedingly high temperature, may result in tne 
ccnversion of portions of the rock from solid to 
lianid and vice versa, These, with other causes, 
which give riseto a redistribution of stress and 
must often resultiu the actual movement of the 
Strata bending, or a rupture taking place, resulting 
in the elevation of one part and the depression of 
another. Such motions, origiuating at one point, 
are transmitted through adjacent masses some 
what 68 waves are transmitted in disturbed water. 
The more violent the disturbance at the origin, 
the greater will be the velocity of trausmiasiou, 
and the distance at which the disturbance is sen- 
sible. Itis not known that electricity bas any- 
thing to do with earthquakes, or that on their oc- 
currence in any way depends the position of the 
moon, the spot upon the sun, the weather, the au- 
roral displays or anything of that sort. They are 
bot known to be periodic, and there is no kaowm 
mnethod of predicting them. 7 
Lhe. earthquake . of August ®iet 
principaily remarkable for the extensive arte. af- 
fected by it, which was nearly one million square 
miles. Perhaps the only recorded earthquake ia 
this country, comparable with it in this respect, 
was that of 1311, in the valleys of the Ohio and 
Mississippi, and equally extensive disturbances 
are rare in the history of seismic action.

First. That the causes of earthquakes are ob- 
scure, beyond the factthat they seemto come 
from some shock within the eirth. Many origt- 
nate from the causes which produce volcascoes, 
earthquakes being frequent near Vesuvius, na 
end the South American voleanoces, Others are 
supposed to proceed from a sudden crack or reud 
ing along the lines of rocks a few miles withim 
the earth. The rock along these cracks sometimes 
ttrips down one side, causing a fissure in the 
earth at the surface, with more or less permanent 
uphtavel or sinking ofthe earth. This occurred 
inthe Mississippi valley in 1811. From the ia- 
complete but terrible news just in from 
Cherleston, it seems, that thatsection nray be the 
cei ter of some tuch fubterranean Gi-turbance, and 
that our earthquake was the wave radiating from 
that center. 

2. AK to the outcome of our earthquake, itis en 
couraging to know that earthquakes have never 
been vioient in the United States, with the excep- 
tion of that of 1811. Hardly any part of the earth 
is exempt from tremors such as we had last night.

“Have you any theory to account for earth- 
(uakes?"’ 

‘NO, I have not, You will see a great many 
theories put forth in the next few days. Look 
ihem over and you will seé that the word absurd 
will Gt them all. Now, take the theory that the 
carthquakeis caused by displacemeut along the 
line of®weakners in the earth's erust, beginniag 
ecmewhere south offRalcigh, N. C , and extendiag 
iu n line along the tide water 
past Richmond, Baltimore, Washington and Troy. 
This shock was telt probably over an area of 1,000,- 
00 square miles. This theory could not, therefore, 
explain the cause. Eleciricity has nothing to do 
with theearthquake, There is fire in the interior 
of the earth, and thisin some way catses earth- 
quekes. but how it operates to produce shocks no 
one yet has discovered.’’ 

“You don’t think that the sun spots have any- 
thing to do with the shocks?”’ 

“Hardly. There are only four spots that can 
now be seen an the face of the stu, and they are 
small ones.”’ 

Dr Swift did not care to discuss the “sun spot” 
theory but thinks the spots have’ as littleto do 
with causing terrestrial phenomena‘as they have 
invegulating a badaiteck of ague. Said he: 

“Persons are contintiaily forming theories to ac- 
ccunt for these things; bint in my experience! 
have never yet seen a tenable theory as tothe 
riese cf earthquakes.”

FROM PROFESSOR SHERMAN, OF YALE. 
sy Telegraph to The Constitution. 

NEW; HAVEN, Conp., September 1.—Yale is 
liberally{supplied with professors, but none of 
them lays tluim to any special investigations in 
the line of earthquakes, The absence, too, of a 
large part of the facul'y in this vacation time 
limited the scope of inquiries. gTonight none of 
the professors of geology and kindred sujects 
were in town. The Yale observatory sffords the 
best field, and Professor Sherman was found on 
duty. He had been advised from Washington 
that e recurrence of the earthquake shocks mizht 
be anticipated, and had made some hasty prepa 
rations for noting the phenomenon. In the main 


building he had a seismoscope ready 
for use—a iong penduium suspended from 
the ceiling and delicately poised 


upon it, several light plates, which any motion of 
the earth would dislodge. In another room a bail 
was poised upon a small box, and another simple 
test was a cup haif filled with ink, whose move- 
ment would leave its traces. In explanation of 
this apparatus, Professor Sherman said that the 
principal aim was to determine the time, force and 
direction of the shock. 

“Neither of the last two shocks noticed here in 
New England,” said the professor, “has beea felt 
at this observatory, although they were apparent 
in the lower part of the city where there is a deep 
8eundy formation.”’ 

“Then you believe that the shocks are more 
‘trongly felt on sand rather than rock formation’’ 

“That is oneof the cries, andjthe deplorable re- 
sults in Charleston appear to support it. The gceat- 
er or Jesser violence of the shocks may depead, ia 
& measure, upon the character and depth of the 
earth’s crust resting upen the interior pendulum. 
Observations in the Himalayas indicate that waoen 
the crust isof asandy formation, it penetrate 
Ceeper into the interior and more solely as than 
the rock formation, whichis lixely to have Cav- 
erns In further support of this theory is the fact 
that no earthquakes bave ever been noted at this 
otveryatory, which has arock base, Hence, we 
baye not thought it necessary to prepare for ob- 

erving the earthquake formation here.’’ 

“What are the probabilities, professor, of the re- 
currence of the shocks of Tuesdey night?” 

“The subject is extremely interesting and at the 
fame time extremely uncertain. Earthquakes 
cannot be predicted. They come uponus sud- 
ceply andeven inthecountries where they are 
most frequent there are seldom any waruings. ! 
heveread somewhere of predictions made iu J4- 
pan, where there are, perhaps, more earth ya. 
than in eny other partof the world, but I belie ve 
thet the predictions failed. Ifthe shocks were 
due, as seme theorists hold, tothe movement of 


the earth’s tides, it is evident that the 
movement of those ‘ tides has not 
yet been determined with any 


cousicerable accuracy, but few scientists have 
aitempted any thorough investigation of earth- 
quakes. Piofersor Matlett; of Evgiand, is an ac- 
knowledged anitbority, and ia this country Pro 
fessor Rockwell, of Princeton, andafew otness 
bave studied the subject. The closest observers 
‘fthe phenomena in the world, aad who have the 
best adventeges, are two of the professors of the 
college in Yeedo. Their reports are very fustruc- 
tive, and the Smithsonian reports for 188) have & 
paper summeariaicg their work and that of theic 
investigations.”’ 

“Yon bave formed no conclusion, then, pro 
fersor,as to whether further shocks may be ex- 
pected on the Atlantic seaboard?’ 

“None whatever. I don't claim to be fully con: 
vertant with the subject, but I have vo hesitation 
in saying that predicting earthquakes would be as 
uncertain as Venner's predictious.”’

The immediate cause of the shock, 
the professor feels to be uncertain at this time, and 
more 80 because earthquakes arise from innumer- 
able causes, and more than a thousand occur daily 
throughout the world, although many are never 
felt, but the most disastrows were not necessarily 
the most violent, Those which do the most harm 
are the shoeks which come continuously from one 
direction, impariing a swaying, vibrating 
motion like that to a penduldm, which caused 
the building first to rock, then to fall.

PROFESSOR W. LEROY BROWN, 


By Telegraph to Constitution. 

AUBURN, Ala, September 1—Editors Con- 
stitution: Professor Mallet, of England, collated 
the recoids of nearly seven thousand earthquakes 
having occurred in thirty-five huncred years. Of 
these over three thousand occurred in the last fifty 
years. He recorded about two every week. Pro- 
fessor Perry catalogues nearly six hundred every 
year between 1843 and 1872, Considering the fact 
tbat slight earthquakes oecurring in midocean are 
Lot observed, itis regarded as probable that the 
earth is always quaking in some portion. . The 
fotces Which generate earthquakesare,in many 
instances, identical with those which produc? vol- 
canic eruptions, The sudden formation or col- 
lapse of vapor of extiemely high tension is a suffi- 
cient cause to produce on agrand scale what is 
caused by the explosion of a mass of powder under 
theearth’s surface, as in mines—also the greater 
interior contraction ofthe earth produces great 
horizontal pressure on its superior crust. Wher 
this superior crust yields suddenly by fissure or 
crus bing, the concussion or sudden jar, propagates 
the wave from this interior center which finally 
reaches the surface as an earthquake wave. This 
consists of a series of elastic earth waves proceed- 
ing from this center or focus of disturbance. The 
velocity of this surface wave varies from twenty 
toforty miles per minute, vatyiag with the dits- 
tance from thecenter of disturbance. In very 
slight wayes its velocity more nearly approxi- 
mates sound in granite and has been estimated to 
be over 100 miles per minute. By collating all the 
obseryed facts ofthe recent earthquake, the focus 
of disturbance and its distance below the surface 
of the earth may be computed. 

The focus of the earthquake in the vicinity of 
Naples in 1857 when ten thousand lives were lost 
was determined to be a fissure nine miles long and 
six miles beneath the surface. In another instance 
the focus was estimated to be ten miles beneath 
the surface. makinga rentinthe rock four miles 
long. Immediately over the focus of disturbance 
the wave will be first observed, and will be more 
violent, with a-vertical motion. AS the distance 
from the centre increases the motion will be more 
pcerly horizontal and less violent. The hollow

, EARTHQUAKES IN THIS COUNTRY. 

Earthquakes have always been rather common 
occurrences on the Pacific coast. In Calitorniaia 
1°52 a violent shock destroyed one of the old 
Sp: nish mission stationsin the southern part of 
the state. In 1872 San Francisco was visited by 
several very scvere shocks, and the walls of many 
of tl e finest and most substantial public butidings 
were seriously cracked and damaged. At various 
Other times the state has suffered similar 
visitations, but,they were generally of a light char- 
acter, Other farts of the west have had their share 
of seismic disturbances. In Nevada, in 1871, Lone 
Pine and several other settlements were destroyed. 
The mines were shaken up, and fora timea gen- 
eral exccdus seemed imminent. 

In 181l eceurred the most famous of all the 
American earthquakes, with the exception of the 
Charleston Calemity. This great oatural conveal- 
sion kept the Mississippi valley for three hundred 
wiles southofthe mouth ofthe Obio riveria an 
vpheaval for many months, Humboldt in his 
works calis attention toitas one ofthe very few 
instances on record where the ground was iuces- 
santly quaking for several months ata great dis- 
tance from any volcano, The ground 

RCSE AND SANK, 
undulating like the waves of the sea. Men and 
cattle were furiously dashed tothe esrth, houses 
were wrecked and tbe town of New Madrid in 
Missouri was entirely destroyed. 

Great fissures appeared in the ground running 
from the northeast to the southwest. Some of these 
were more than halfa mile long. They seemed to 
be bottemless and emitted hot steam. Sometimes 
nvtd and water were thrown from them as high as

.ad vp, streams changed their course, and great 

leies were formed only to disappear in the course 
ofa few weeks, 

For fully six months the lower Mississippi valley 
was in copstant movement, and chaos seemed to 
bave come again. The inhbabitents ted in every 
direction, and the few whovemained gave up all 
hepe. In those perilous days it wasa common 
thing for a farmer who had camped fn the open alr 
all might to rise in the morning to find a ike 
where his Cwelling had stood the night before, and 
an immense sink cccupying the place of a hill 
that had long been regarded asa landmark. Fi- 
rally the shoeks ceased, but tt isa noteworthy 
fact that they didnot stop until the great earth- 
quake at Caracas occurred, 

IN THE KASTERBN STATES 
in the early history of the country there were au- 
merous earthquakes, One of the worst on record 
occurred November 18th, 1755, At that time there 
were quakings,from Iceland to the Meditera- 
pean, but the shock felt in New England was sup- 
posed to be a wave from the great central oon Ftui- 
sion which had destroyed Lisbon nearly three 
weeks eartier. In Massachusetts some of the 
ve verest «fects were experienced. There was first 
asuilen roar like that of thunder. This lasted « 
minute ard was followed by a severe shock with 
a smelt Uke that of a longrollingsea. The earth 
swayed so violently that. men out in the open 
feids ran to bushes and trees to cateh hold of

In 1738 an upheaval in Calabria killed 100,000 per- 
sous. Theshock appeared to originate under the 
centre of Calabria, and passing under the seit 
reached the opposite coast of Sicily and destroyed, 
the city of Messina.

THE LISBON DISASTER. 

The earthouake of November Ist, 1755, at Lisboa, 
Portugal, was ene of the most memorable in his- 
tory. It was precéded by the rumbling sound that 
generally gives the note of warning, and was im- 
mediately followed by atremendous shook which 
threw down the greater portion ofthe city. The 
Sa rolied beck frcm the shore, butina moment 
returned in the shepeofa monster wave fitty feet 
bigh. Within the space of six minutes 60,000 pee- 
ple were overwhelmned and killed. The furious 
waters dashed them egainst the buiidiags and 
brought the stately structures,dowa upom the - 
Stiugglipg mass Crushing the victims beyond re- 
cognition. . One portion of the city was covered by 
water to ihe c+ pth of 100 feet, and bas since re- 
mained engulphbed. Humboldt estimated that 
this earthquake covered an‘area foar times greater 
ihan ihet of Europe. The tall snow olad peaks of 
the AJps recked to their foundations and nodded 
toeath oiber, while the far off coast of Swedem 
trembled, and the towns of northern Africa tum- 
bled into heaps of debris. In Bohemia the warm. 
springs of Teplitz were swallowed up, and whem 
they reappeared they proceeded. to paint the sur-

Finally, San Salvador was utterly destroyed. Tue 
inhabitants had been put on notice by the warning 
Loises and shocks, and escaped with a loss ofabout 
500 lives. 

Mexico suffered a disaster in 1858. It extended 
through the valley, doiug great damage and des- 
troying the immense .acqueduct which supplied 
the city with water. ine 

In 1812 the city of Caracas, Venezuela, was en- 
tirely destroyed by three shecks, Jasting fifty sec- 
onds. The earthoyenec in many places and eu- 
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lives were lost. Quito. in Eouador, wa; mearty ¢ 
stroyed in March, 1859, In 1868nearly all of Ecua- 
dorwas badly torn up. Callao, in Peru, 
destroyed in 1586 by a sea wave ninety feet high, 
the result of two shocks. It was rebuilt but was 
again totally wrecked in 1746. At other times the 
cities of Santiago, Conception and Mendoza were 
destroyed. Conception suffered 300 shocks fn two 
weeks in 1885 and was then wrecked for the fourth 
lime. The earthquake in the Argentine Confeder- 
ation in 1861 killed 12,000 persens, 

ANCIENT FARBTHQUAKES. 

Passing over the host of earthquakes in the East 
Indies, China and Japan, as wéllas those of the 
past few years in Greece, Italy and Egypt, a glance 
at some of the oldest Shake-ups will be of taterest. 

There were earthquakes in Syria about 900 B, ©., 
and again about 800 B. C. Judea was devastated 
by one at the time of the battle of actium end 
10,000 persons were killed. Antioch was visi 
several times, once losing 250,000 lives, aud at am- 
other time 30,000. 

| THE EXPLANATION. 

From the beginniag of the world all sorts of 
ear! quake theories have been advanced, The pre- 
yailing fore, stripped of all tect nical iargou ts 
simply this: The interior of the globe is liquid 
fire. Somewnere water percolates through the 
earth’s crust and reaches the interior moltem 
mast, This generates steam and the expandiag 
vapor escapes either through such safety valves as 
volcanoes offer, {or lifts the crust and passes off 
through the fissures. When the upward pressure 
of the vapor cracks through the solid crust there 
is a concussion giving rise to waves of shock and 
sound. Mallet, one of the best sathorities, be- 
lieves in the theory that the sudden @x- 
pausion of steam under high pres- 
sure is {he immediate cause of the earthquake, 
and this explanation bas been more favoraoly te 
ceived than any other, and the New Madrid esrth- 
quake seems to bear it out.

The Earthquake and Its History. 

We print this morning an admirable arti- 
cle from the pen of Mr. W. P. Reed, of 
our editorial staff, on earthquakes. It. is 
a historical, scientific study that covers 
ithe subject. 

The statement that within the scanty 
limits of recorded history earthquakes have 
killed more than 13,000,000 people, strik- 
ingly suggests the inadequacy of man’s 
devices against nature’s dangerous caprice’. 
The story of the Calabria earthquake in 
which 100,000 people were killed, and of 
the awful wave ai Lisbon that in six min- 
utes licked 60,000 human beings into death, 
will frighten even those persons who went 
through last night without atremor. The 
refiex action of the tidal wave is one of the 
most interesting as well as one of the most de- 
structive phases of the earthquake. At Lisbon, 
for example, the bed of the ocean‘along slore 
was stripped of its waters for the space of 
one minute. The bared rocks looked on 
the stormy sky. A paralysis had fallen 
on the eternal waves. Then a wall of fifty 
feet of water came rushing trom the depths 
of the ocean andthe city of Lisbon was 
The sea, insatiate, has held to 
this day much of the land it then conquered. 
In 1755 a wave twenty-five feet in height 
rushed seaward from Boston, and in nine 
hours overwhelmed St. Martinsin the West 
Indies, traveling at the incredible speed 
of 14,000 feet a second. 

The most interesting—certainly to us the 
most pertinent part of Mr. Reed’s article— 
is that which deals with the North Ameri- 
ican earthquake of 1811. It has been held 
with great satisfaction that no fatal earth- 
quake had occurred in America, or even 
in the temperate zone. Mr. Reed shows 


that Ahe town of Naw Bad id in Miaaanei 
Was totally destroyed by a series of earth- 


quakes which lasted six months—and which 
ceased on the very day of the terrific earth- 
quake at Caracas in South America. This 
latter fact indicates that the quaking of 
the earth is due to certain imprisoned vapors 
or gasses, and ceases only when these have 
found vent. These vapors in the case of 
New Madrid had gathered for some reason 
beneath that devoted city, and for months 
beat against the Missouri mud, and occa- 
sionally did force a fissure through which 
hot steam came rushing. The tremendous 
outrushing of internal gases at Caracas 
10,000 miles away relieved the pressure at 
New Madrid, and peace came finally but 
too Jate to the wrecked town. 

The chances, in spite of New Madrid’s 
experience, are very largely against earth- 
quakes at inland points, and especially at 
high altitudes. Low-lying coasts, flat 
islands and the tropical zones have been 
the almost invariable scenes of volcanic and 
other convulsions of the earth. The earth 
is and has been for the past few years under- 
going tremendous physical changes—from 
which we have disasters by land and sea. 


‘The broad, well-settled American continent 


is undoubtedly the safest part of the earth’s 
surface. And Atlanta, set securely on the 
granite backbone of the continent, is as near 
the point of minimum danger as any other 
city. All towns and cities and the habitations 
of men are but ant-hills in the march of 
Nature’s revolution or convulsions. But, 
if not in the natural order of things, then 
surely, in the mercy of God, our good city 
has been wonderfully spared the appalling 
touch of epidemic, earthquake and storm. 
It will be well, if this marked exemption fills 
the hearts of her people with gratitude, 
with charity, and with the sense of her vast 
possibilities and the responsibilities they 
brirg. 
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To Help Charleston. 

Atlanta would not be true to herself if 
she did not come to the rescue of her sister 
city with her old time liberality and her ac- 
customed substantial expression of sympa- 
thy in time of distress.

A Mania for Swindling. 

Some men are swindlers because the in- 
genuity of the thing fascinates them. Ex- 
Governor Moses and Ross Raymond are 
notable examples. The talents of these men 
would have made it an easy matter for them 
to earn an honest living, but they preferred 
‘rooked methods. 

A casein point is that of Colonel S wallow. 
The colonel is an old gray-headed man. 
Until a few weeks ago he was a convict in the 
Tennessee penitentiary. Inquiry into the 
authorship of several brilliant magazine ar- 
ticles developed the fact that he wrote them, 
and that he had been a confederate officer of 
some distinction. Considerable sympathy 
was excited in his behalt, and the governor 
pardoned him. 

It appears that the clemency of the gover- 
nor was misplaced. In less than two months 
Swallow was arrested in Washington charged 
with swindling a Fredericksburg, Va., 
priest out of fifty dollars. Toa Washington 
reporter the colonel! said : 

“As soon asthe war broke out I was one of the 
firsiwho helped to organizethe Missouri state 
guard. Iservedin the confederate army in the 
Missouri state guard until the battle of Springfield, 
and then joined the army of Virginia and remained 
with it until the end of the war. Atthe breaking 
out ofthe war I was practicing lawin St. Louis. 
After the war for eighteen months I represented 
the St. Louis Times-Journal as its correspondent 
in Wasbington, which position I held until it was 
merged into the St. Louis Republican. If youcon- 
sult Lawler’s Political Encyclopedia you will find 
that I have there contributed an article on ‘The 
Political History of the United States,’ to which I 
sign my right name, R. H. J. Porter. I have ,also 


written a bogk e titled ‘O14 Bucopo tu Tus NEW 
oui, wWHICD has been published by Carlton & Co. 


under the name of W. H. Swallow. I contributed 
articles to McMillan’s magazine of February, 
March and April, 1871, to Scribner’s during 1873, 
and to the Magazine of American History of June 
last. l also published in the International Law 
Review an article omthe authorship of Junius’s 
lettersin reply to Alexander H. Stephens, who 
settled the authorship of the letters of Lord Little, 
and I brought the authorship back to where jt had 
always been accredited.”’ 

The real name of this remarkable swindler 
is said to be R. H. J. Porter. He has many 
relatives in southern Virginia and northern 
Maryland, and his downward career has sur- 
prised and mortified his family and friends 
not a little.

St, PETERSBURG, September 1.—The Novoe 
Vremya says Prince Dolgorouky’s journey to Bul:

bad no leader, and was initiated without any 
guarantee that the whole nation approves it.
